Under the Australian ballot law which 
reduces the opportunities of bossism for 
crooked work to a minimum, the primary 
election is the fairest method of selecting 
candidates, Not the least of its merits is 
its cheapness, which permits a candidate 
of moderate means to enter the lists or the 
friends of a candidate to place his name 
before the voters without assum- 
ing expenses which heavily tax 
friendship. The cost amounts to about §10 
per ward for each candidate on the ticket. 
The choice is referred directly to the peo- 
ple, who may nominate the candidate 
favored by the majority. 
The method of nomination by conven- 
tion which has prevailed in this city af- 
fords maximum opportunities for crooked 
work, machine dictation and boss deals. 
It takes the nomination away from the 
people and puts it in the hands of dele- 
gates who are arbitrarily chosen by 
different factions or candidates and 
who are under their control and 
may wholly defeat the popular will. 
If the nomination is not ‘‘fixed’’ in com- 
mittee itis often determined by deals in 
the convention. Every candidate pays 
$50 for the privilege of running a delega- 
tion in each ward. 
The primary election is the Democratic 
method. It is in harmony with the prin- 
ciples of Republican Government. If 
adopted for all municipal nominations it 
would rid municipal politics of much of 


the corrupt bossism which now taints it. 


The Democratic Committee of the Twelfth 
District might have found a way out of its 
difficulties and assured the selection of a 
winning candidate by adopting this plan.

ROOK CONTAINING BISMUTH 


Discovered Near the Ropes Gold Mine in 
Micbiran. 

IsHPEMING, Mich., Oct. 8.—While men were 
prospecting fora coniintation of the Ropes 
gold mine vein a short distance from the 
Main shaft, rock covtaiping Dbismuth, a 
minerai entirely new to the Upper Peninsula, 
was discovered. From present indications a 
large quantity of the miaecral exists. 

Bismuth has a comnercial value of about 
$2 per pound and is iargely used for me- 
dicinal purposes. It is produced in Euglaud 
and a few other foreten countries, but no- 
where in the United states is it mined at 
present. 

Analysis of the Ropes rock shows it to con- 
tain metal in sufficient quantities to afford 
promt...

Shortly after 
this Dr. Heine Marks noticed that there 
were a number of punctures on the 
man’s arm and concluded that he was usin 
morphine. 1 however, proved 
that Lange was trying to tattoo bis name on 
his arm so there could be no possible doubt 
as to whe be was in case ot his death. Dr. 
Marks assured him that such a process was 
not ne@essary, for after his attempt to im!- 
tate Rider Haggard's famous Mr. Meeson, 
who had his will tattooed on his back, he 
would be sure to remember him. Lange was 
satisfied, and has desisted from his attempt 
to tattoo himself.

No more remarkable criminal ever Ifved 
than the Countess Elizabeth Bathori—the 
Countess of Blood—a murderess, who, al- 
most unaided, deliberately Kilied 650 people 
in six years. Her diabolicalcrimes are de- 
scribed in a volume now in press in a lead- 
ing publishing house in Bresiayg.

Five washerwomen employed in the cha- 
teau excited the displeasure of the mistress, 
and so ther wete denuded, tied to posts in 
the park and whipped with heavy sticks 
until they Cled. Finding four of her maids 
drinking and iaughiag when they should 
have beer working, the Countess caused 
them to be taken to a pool and there dragged 
through the water bya rope. When nearly 
dead they were taken back to the chateau 
and impasoned in a room and suffocated 
wit smote. 

ARRESTED AND IMPRISONED. 


The stories told of these murders created a 
scandal, George Thurzo, Governor of the 
Province and cousin of the Countess, warned 
his relative to cease her terrible crimes. But 


still the murders continued, and finaily even 
the Governor madeup his mind that they 
should be stopped by force. 

Learning that his cousin bad arranged for 
her usual Christmas wholesale killing, he 
took some officers and went to the chateau. 
He found in the cellars of the building twen- 
ty young women tied to the walls, without 
clothes and horrBly maltreated. These 
giris were to be Killed that same aight, and 
elaborate preparations had been made for 
the slaugater.

LOSING IMPORTANCE. 


’ 
Fraud Division of the General Land Office 
and Ite t mel Appropiiation. 

Wasninotor, D. O., Oct, 8.—The fraud 
division of the general land office has become 
a very small affair compared th its itmport- 
ance of a few yearsago. Th year there is 
appropriated but $60,000 for the maintenance 
of special agents, while a few years ayo the 
appropriation amounted to $200,000 or $00,000 
and even more. 


Now there are but twenty special 
in the field, and twelve of them will |] 
Missed in November, While a few yet 
there were armies of them in the W 
States. There was a general rev 
against the methods of special agents 
to the troubles growing out of rigid r 
forced by Gen. Sparks in the first A 
tration of President Cleveland. It ade 
Itselt felt in Congress when representatives 
of public land States insisted that the people 
should be annoyed as little as possible by 
these special agents, and cut down [he ap- 
pr spriation for them, | 

Then there were laws passed curing many 
of the 2 developed by the sbeetalagents 
and cuftailing the work they had to ab. The 
Land Department still insists, however, that 
there is yet great necessity for these agents 
and Commissioner Lamoreaux says that with 
the force he has he cannot protect the public 
lands. At present the agents are looking 
after swamp lands and timber depretiations 
and fraudulent entries. Owing to their um- 
ited force they are ordered from place to 
place frequently and few are allowed to ro- 
main on continuous work or or in any place 
for a great length of time.

Funeral Directors Claim That Schools 
Should Be Established. 


At the opening of the second day’s session 
at the Funeral Directors’ Association about 
800 delegates were found to be in attendance. 

The most tmportant work of the day was 
the discussion of the legislative and educa- 
tional problem. Since its inception twelve 
years ago the association and those subor- 
dinate to it have labored faithfully to 
secure legisiation by the various States that 
would establish embalming asa profession 
equal in digaity to those of medicine and 
dentistry. In only one instance has this at- 
tempt met with success. At its last session 
the Legisiature of Virginia passed a law es- 
tablishingan examining doard of five em- 
balmers, to be appointed by the Governor, 
who shall examine every one desiring to 
practice embalming in cities dav- 
ing more than 5,000 inhabitants, 
after January i, 1806, and shall issue a cer- 
tificate only to scientifically traimed and 
efficient em balmers. 

Somewhat similar bills have been defeated 


repeatedly in numerous State Legislatures, 
but the association is undaunted. It believes 
a 8 of efucation will carry the day.
